Now, as Glen points out, things 
have changed radically and with 
a rush However, from this angle, 
it would seem that this apparently 
general interest in sport which now 
prevails, is not due solely to the 
change m type of competition, but 
rather to the new system of organi- 
zation. Formerly, when an Intra- 
mural Track end Field meet was 
scheduled, the Daily faithfully an- 
nounced it, and night aftei night, 
reporters tried to satisfy a harassed 
Night Editor's plea for an advance 
on the Track and Field meet that 
would have all the facts correct 
and would intrigue shoals of poten- 
tial track stars into turning out for 
the meet. 

Every once in a while, a story 
would come out with all names 
rpelled correctly and no statements 
that Joe Doakes ta sprinter, defin- 
itely out of the meet due to an 
injury) was expected to star in 
the pole vault. The Editor might 
admit that he was pleased, but 
entries in the events never were 
very numerous The track coacnes 
and c few faithful competitors 
worked hard to arouse general in- 
terest in the meet, with some help 
from the rather haphazardly elected 
sports representatives of the facul- 
ties but the usual student reaction 
to pleas in the Daily and on nonce 
boards was "Oh, 1 think I'll catch 
up on my notes that day" or some 
such thought.

Now the platoon sports repre- 
sentative comes up, says "You've 
got long legs. I'll put you down lor 
the sprints" and being surrounded 
by others who've already discov- 
ered that they're down lor some- 
thing, the sprinter-to-be says yes 
and later discovert to his surprise 
that he can run and that training 
will cut down his time. 

Actually the system is not quite 
so haphazard as described above 
but the general idea was correct.

Dr. MoritzJ. Bonn to Speak 
On International Problems 



British Lecturer Holds Chair 
London School of 
Economics 



at 



Dr. Moritz J. Bonn, at present 
Visiting Professor in the De- 
partment of Economics and Pol- 
itical Science at McGill Univer- 
sity, will deliver a public lecture 
in Room 44 of the Arts Building, 
on Monday evening, October 
28th, at 8.30 p.m.. entitled "Liv- 
ing Space " in which he will deal 
with present international pro- 
blems. This meeting is open to 
all-students as well as the gen- 
eral publie. 

Professor Bonn, who delivered a 
very popular lecture in Moyse Hall 
in November. 1939. is a naturalized 
British citizen, who was formerly 
Rector Magnificus of the College of 
Commerce. Berlin. From 1914-1917 
he was Visiting Profe.«sor at the 
University of California. Berkeley. 
California; he has also been visit- 
ing professor for various periods at 
the University of Wisconsin. Cor- 
nell University. Leland Stanford 
University, and several other well 
known universities. Since 1933, he 
has filled a Chair at the London 
School of Economics, where he has 
been working in conjunction with 
Sir William Beveridgc and Profes- 
sor Lionel RobbLns on studies con- 
cerning the changing structure of 
capitalistic society, and is at pre- 
sent writing a book on this subject. 
In the diplomatic sphere Professor 
Bonn served as unofficial adviser 
on economic matters to the British 
Embassy in Washington for some 
time. 

Throughout his active career Pro- 
fessor Bonn has published several 
successful books among which arc 
included "Economics and Politics" 
in 1830, "An American Experiment" 
in 1933. and more recently "Wealth, 
Welfare or War," released in 1939. 
He will conduct a Seminar in Econ- 
omics dealing with "Inflation" at 
the university throughout the com- 
ing session.

Equal Rights for Women 

A new movement ha* been gaining 
momentum on the Campus these last few 
days. The co-eds have taken up the old 
cry, demanding entry into the Political 
Economy Club. Ever since the inception 
of the club many years back, women, with 
any feeling for equality of the sexes, have 
been strong agitators for equal member- 
ship rights into this ''second oldest club 
on the Campus.'' The head authorities 
have always refused to listen to their de- 
mands, basing their arguments on an out- 
worn view, namely that women are not 
political-minded, that they have no sense 
of political values, nor do they understand 
its issues. 

This view is very similar to the hack- 
neyed phrase — women's place is in the 
home. Looking back over the history of 
western civilization for the past fifty 
years, we can trace a growing awareness 
on the pan of men that women are in no 
sense inferior mentally to them, but that 
they merely need the opportunity of de- 
veloping their minds beyond the usual 
domestic level in order to show their 
equal ability. Once women were given the 
chance of acquiring education, of freeing 
themselves from the "household bondage." 
of taking their place in the competitive 
economic world, there was no dispute of 
their mental capacity being equal to the 
male mind. 

Women have excelled themselves in all 
walks of our social, economic, political and 
scientific life. There is not one occupation 
today at which women cannot, if given 
the opportunity, show an adeptness. As far 
back as Plato, equality of the sexes was 
urged. And although many centuries 
passed by befon any measures were taken 
in that respect, yet today woman's right 
to enter any sphere of activity is regarded 
as a natural process of social development. 
To impede it in any way is to hinder 
social progress, and means reverting in- 
stead to a barbaric state, in which women 
were kept in ignorance, because man's ego 
so fancied it. 

And so today, when the co-eds at Mc- 
Gill arc sending around a petition, de- 
manding tiie Political Economy Club to 
lower their prejudiced barriers against 
women, with the plea that women ar,e 
every bit as interested in pertinent eco- 
nomic and political issues, as men, they 
are only demanding that the Executive 
become aware that it is impeding progress 
and k catering to a backward, decadent 

philosophy that is outworn and decrepit.

Defauw Conducts Brilliant Concert 

The current season of Concerts Symphon- 
iqucs opened auspiciously on Tuesday night 
with Desire Defauw at the head of the orch- 
estra. Maestro Defauw came here with an 
American reputation based on four scintillat- 
ing concerts with Toscanini's NBC Symphony

very much in keeping with the composer's 
original Intention. 

The Unci Allegro Vivacissimo was played 
perhaps too literally to achieve the dashing 
gypsy-like spirit of the music though the 
rubato sections left an impression of intense 
emotion. 

As a willing concession to the many Elmnn- 
ites who thronged to the concert. Mlscha El- 
man offered the Bach-Wilhelmj "Air lor the 
G String'' with orchestral accompaniment. It 
provided an Ideal medium for his luminous 
and profound legato tone. 

%••«•* 
Brahms HUhllght 

Unquestioned highlight of the program was 
an exceptional performance of Brahms Third 
Symphony in F. That Defauw understands 
Brahms was évident from the first few mea- 
sures and that he translated Brahms' intricate 
score intelligently was evidenced from the 
prolonged applause that greeted the impres- 
sive finale. The symphonies of Johannes 
Brahms are essentially difficult to play well. 
The musical ideas are complex and must he 
worked out painstakingly. Each group of in- 
struments carries a heavy load and it must be 
stated that the orchestra acquitted Itself ad- 
mirably In this, most difficult of .symphonies. 
The plane is a lofty one, the mood one of ex- 
altation, achieved through the use of a melodic 
line that features bold step-Intervals which 
stalk through the work like gigantic strides. 
Maestro Defauw's interpretation mirrored the 
elevated philosophy of the mature Brahms' as 
few conductors even the most celebrated have 
been able to achieve. 

After the wise serenity of the Brahms sym 
phony, programming Dukas' overplayed "Ap' 
prentl Sorcier" seemed an artistic faux pas. 
But the work was tacked on to complete a full- 
hour broadcast and turned out to be a delight 
ful exhibition of orchestral virtuosity. Rather 
than stressing the hackneyed "broom" theme, 
which too many conductors have been guilty 
of, Desire Defauw emphasized the episodic 
nature of the score, discovering anew for an 
amazed audience hidden gems of orchestration 
and original writing.

Sparks From 
The Forge

"The Forge" is self styled "Mc- 
Gill's only literary inugnziuc." it 
is not the only magazine on the 
campus, but it is the only magazine 
whose aim it is to represent (tie 
entire university. Of late there ha? 
been a tendency lo regard "The 
Forge" as the magazine of the Arts' 
Faculty. This is an attitude which 
we wish to break down. It is no 
more Ihc magazine of the Arts' 
Faculty than it is of any other 
faculty— hence the title, "McUM'i 
only literary magazine." This is 
a pbinl which we feci cannot be 
stressed too strongly. 

The greatest criticism of "The 
Forge" has come, not in positive 
form from people who have rend 
it, but In negative form from the 
people who have not read it simply 
because thry were not interested 
in it, or for some reason lelt 
vaguely antagonistic towards it. 
Why is this? I think the bug-bear 
here is the word literary. This is 
a word that has in the past taken 
a considerable beating. Through 
unfortunate association and impli- 
cation It has taken on a farcical 
quality. It conjures up in the mind 
a picture of a long-haired aeslhcto 
who wears peculiar tics, writes 
Jabberwoekinn nonsense, and pos- 
sesses dubious morals. It has be- 
come the stereotyped word of 
pseudo-Bohcmlanlsm. It has in fact 
been unfairly treated. 

My own definition of the word 
literary is intelligent literacy. Per- 
haps I hod better explain at this 
point the meaning 1 attach to the 
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DESIRE DEFAUW 

Orchestra last Spring, and if Tuesday's con- 
cert may be taken as a criterion, he will, be- 
fore long, be considered among the outstanding 
conductors on the continent. The program was 
traditional, being made up of favorite sym- 
phonic items by Beethoven, Tchaikovsky, 
Brahms and Dukas and featured Mischa Elman 
as soloist in the Tchaikovsky D Major Concert. 

A broad and deliberate performance of 
Beethoven's Coriolan Overture prepared the 
audience 'or an evening of great music, play- 
ed with a sensitive aliveness to interpretation, 
tonal opulence and precision. 

Elman's performance was in many ways 
admirable. With the legendary 'Elman tone' 
very much in evidence, the haunting wistful- 
ness of the Canzoneita touched no small part 
of the large audience that overflowed around 
the walls of the hall. The violinist was less 
at ease in the first movement, bristling with 
technical difficulties and ostentatious cadenza 
passages. While other virtuosi like Heifitz and 
Milstein carry these passages off with greater 
aplomb. Elman's raiher free performance 
achieved a unity of mood that must have been 

wide variety of topics of current interest, 
largely in the field of economics. Its pur- 
pose has been to give economics students, 
and others interested in matters economic, 
a chance to air their views on current 
questions pertinent to that branch of 
study.

Members feel that the Club has 
functioned very well as an exclusive 
organization. For variety of reasons, there 
is danger that it would not operate nearly 
so well with BUcl) a new and disturbing 
element. Some of the reasons advanced 
are vague, some logical, 

Jt has been proposed, by way of com- 
promise, that women honouring in cither 
economics or political .science be allowed 
to attend the meetings. In fairness, it must 
be admitted that women students in eco- 
nomics have a right to participate in the 
activities of a department club. 

We submit the following. An exclusive 
men's club lias a number of merits from a 
selfisii point, 'of view. The quarter-century 
tradition has not been without foundation, 
and should not be lightly broken. If a 
large number of women arc actively inter- 
ested, the alternative is open to them to 
form an organization of their own; then, 
a* an organization, to seek permission to 
hold joint meetings with the men's society.

It has 
been criticized for the narrowness 
of its appeal. Wc accept the critic- 
Ism, and will do our best to en- 
large Its appeal. But in order to 
do that wc need the co-operation 
of those people who criticize us. 
And when I say co-operation 1 
don't mean lethargic agreement 
with the policy that has been out- 
lined; I mean active co-operation 
In the way that has been suggested, 
because only in that way can "The 
Forge" be what it is intended to 
be— the magazine of McGill Uni- 
versity.

John Barblrolli gave music-lovers a treat 
last Sunday when he led the New York Phil- 
harmonic through a performance of Bizet's 
Symphony in C Major. The work, composed 
when Bizet was seventeen years old, is aston- 
ishingly interesting and mature Full of beau- 
tiful themes expertly orchestrated and artisti- 
cally presented, it definitely deserves a place 
in any music-lover's listening repertoire. The 
form is strict, the handling unpretentious. At 
times the influence of Beethoven and of Mozart 
is unmistakable. But the symphony says some 
thing: there is intelligence in the themes and 
cunning in the orchestration; there is harmony 
and counterpoint understood and used in a 
manner remarkable for a lad of seventeen, 
The factthat Bizet had to spend his time writ- 
ing operffs is deplorable. He might have been 
a great "symphonist.

There is no denying that Hans Wilhelm 
Steinberg is a good conductor, but he is far 
from great. Leading the NBC Symphony last 
Saturday in a performance of Mozart's E flat 
Symphony, No. 39, he showed an amazing 
amount of misunderstanding. Ho played the 
second movement too quickly and prevented 
the music from declaring its values; the third 
movement was too heavy and plodding; the 
last movement was clumsy and somewhat aim- 
less. Steinberg did not understand the Mozart 
E flat Symphony.

FRENCH DEFEAT 
IS MORAL LOSS 

(Continued from Pape One) 

any war save a defensive one was 
out of the question. The populace 
was no! in sympathy with the war, 
and the government, torn by inter- 
nal dissension, corruption and in- 
efficiency never tried to counteract 
the popular indifference which was 
fed continually by German propa- 
ganda. Hence, the French people, 
disunified and on the verge of 
apathy, did not even fight with the 
final courage of despair when all 
seemed lost. The weakness of the 
home front resulted in the death of 
France. 

Home Defence in England. 
The Mowrers left for Englsnd 
after the signing of the separate 
peace. The English, she said, were 
at that time a beaten people but, 
with typical British stolidity, they 
refused to realize the fact. Instead. 
P fired by a new leader, they utilized 



every facility at their command 
building a home defence that is 
impregnable. 

After the defeat at Dunkcrquc 
the British were almost stripped of 
their arms. This defeat, the enorm- 
ity of which is almost incompre- 
hensible, was, Mrs. Mowrer believes 
the turning point of the war. After 
the debris had been cleared away 
and the situation was seen clearly 
the phrase, "we're In the final 
round now" was a laconic comment 
of the popular morale. Mrs. Mowrer 
spoke particularly of the People's 
Army, which is the outgrowth of 
an unorthodox general training in 
guerilla tactics designed to assist in 
various ways the regular services 
and particularly equipped to har- 
rass invaders. This popularization 
of the war. the absolute equality of 
the fight is, Mrs. Mowrer believes 
a social revolution of the finest 
sort. 

Mrs. Mowrer doe* not hold with 
the idea that the end of the war 
means the beginning of another 
Dark Age. Instead she thinks that 
the world should be ready to avail 
itself of the opportunity it missed in 
1918. namely federation. Only in 
this way can the disillusion which 
gave birth to totalitarianism be 
avoided.

The usage of milk materials, in- 
cluding skimmed milk, in the 
manufacturing of buttons, cloth 
and wool, was declared to be in- 
comprehensible and Inexcusable by 
Dr. D. L. Thompson, Professor of 
Biochemistry at McGill University, 
in an address to the Canadian Club 
of Montreal at the Windsor Hotel 
Dr. Thompson recommended the 
supply of milk to school children, 
and stated that while skimmed 
milk lacked some of the fat and 
vitamins of the whole milk, it wa3 
almost as valuable and nourishing 
because it supplied minerals and 
other vitamins essential to health. 
Dr. Thompson continued by stress- 
ing the fact that it was a crime to 
utilize so potentially valuable a 
food as milk on such things as 
buttons. 

Commenting on the subsidizing 
of sugar-beet industry in England, 
Dr. Thompson said that owing to 
the extensive development of the 
sugar-cane industry, it was five 
times as expensive to obtain sugar 
from beet as from cane, but this 
latter product was entirely lacking 
in vitamins and minerals and had 
nothing better to recommend it 
than its pleasant taste. 

Dr. Thompson said that in 1914 
the lack of vitamins in the Ger- 
mans' diets caused, in a large 
measure, their ultimate downfall 
but that today the boot was on the 
other foot and the central Euro- 
pean-nations were more awake to 
the necessity of adequate vitamins 
in daily diets and from the com- 
mencement of the war substitutes 
have been distributed to the chil- 
dren of Germany and Austria. 

The speaker went on to say that 
after the war a new point of view 
will have to be developed in regard 
to agriculture. It must no longer 
be guided by what crops were most 
suited to the soils, but rather by 
the foods essential to the populace 
for health. This was the keynote 
of the policy which every country 
will have to deal with, Canada in- 
cluded, for there will be an in- 
creased demand for foods rich in 
mineral and vitamin supplies. 

The president. H. P. ThornhiH, 
introduced and thanked the speak- 
er.
